But Discoverer Declares World 
Weightier; Finder Holds Thaw

PRINCETON (N. J.) Dec. 12.—- 
Fifty-six million miles away from the 
earth, 146,000,000 miles from the sun 
-and more than three times as large 
as the earth in diameter—these are 
facts that have been determined by 
Zaccheus Daniel, 1908, a graduate stu- 
dent of Princeton University, about 
comet, discovered on Decem- 


Mr. Daniel holds the Thaw Fellow- 
ship in astronomy, the annua! income 
of a gift of $10.000 by Mrs. William 
Thaw of Pittsburgh. 

The comet discovered by him last 
“— is his third. The first, discov- 
€ in June, 1907, is the most famous 
of the three, 

When asked about the new comet, 
Mr. Daniel said today: 

“Of course, while the new comet ap- 
pears about three times as large to 
the earth, according to measurements 
estimated from the computation of its 
orbit, it does not contain one-thous- 
andth part of the matter or solids 
which the earth does.

It is fortunate for the whole civilized world, 
more particularly for the United States, and most 
particularly for Latin America to have a represent- 
ative of that race of the caliber of President Por- 
firio Diaz of the Republic of Mexico at the present 
time. 

The relations between Anglo-Teutonic America 
and Latin America at all times have been ticklish. 
The Anglo-Saxon race has been one of great enter- 
prise and not always very scrupulous about reach- 
ing its ends in international matters. The United 
States inherited the suspicion resting upon the race 
because of the grasping policies of Great Britain as 
to the territory of weaker nations. Most of this

disposition to question the good intentions of our 
~own country has passed away, but still quite a taint 
of it lingers, and perhaps nowhere else so much 

as in Latin America. 

About the last part of the continent inhabited by 
peopie of Latin descent not reduced to a condition 
of orderly government is Central America. The ter- | 
ritory between the southern boundary of Mexico 
and the Isthmus of Panama is very limited, yet it 
is divided into several independent states under a 
form of government called a republic, but which ina 
most cases has been more of a despotic tyranny. « 
These little republics have been torn asunder time 
and again for a hundred years by internal diasen- 
sions. Many of the acts committed by the war- 
ring factions in Central America have been a dis- 
gace to the human race. There is a great deal of 
savagery in the blood of: the masses—mezzo-tints 
with Indian and*African blood mixed with the Eu- | 
ropean strain, | 

Nicaragua, under the domination of a bloody 
tyrant fdisely called President, Zelaya, is now the 
center of trouble in Central America. This little 
republic, or despotism if you will, is but a little way 
removed from our own home shores and joins im- 
mediately on to the Panama Canal zone. The dis- 
turbed condition of the country is a nuisance to’us 
and a menace to the people of all Central America.

For the United States to interfere 
ises would immediately create a good 
picion as to our final intentions, all through the 
southern part of the hemisphere. The common peo- 
ple of Mexico might take fright from any too’ 
prompt overt act on the part of the United States. 
At this juncture happily comes President Diaz with 
his good offices, not only for us but for the repub- 
lics of Central America and indeed for the people 
of Nicaragua themselves, His plan is broad and 
statesmanlike as might be expected from a states- 
man so ripe in experience and so patriotic in his 
character. 

The proposal aims not only at coveri pres- 
ent disturbed conditions in Nicaragua 
ing the root of such troubles for all time to come. 
President Didz’s plan is for the United States and 
Mexico, working together, to bring all these smail! 
republics into one Federal union to be known as 
the United States of Central America. The pro- 
posal is somewhat startling in its novelt , and is

BE IN THE FUTURE. 


Baptist Clergyman Optimistic, Con- 
gregationalist Speaks on Opportu- 
nity, While Anglican Rector De- 
livers Sermon Concerning Bible

world of iaw and medicine and of al! 
oher occupations of man. The life, the 
S®xampie, the moral and human laws 
laid down by Jesus Christ are those 
upon which the entire system of the 
world is founded. We of the United 
States gc to the uttermost ends of the 
Sarth with our commerce, education 
and religion.
